Thero are rumors of 
trouble in tho foreign nottlcniont at Xow 
Chang, but nothing aulhonlio has been ro- 
colvad. Tho families of miaeionaries 
are arriving from tho interior, 
and report that the cllioials ovorywhoro 
aro anxious to protoot them. Tho Inhabi- 
tants of Tung Chow, near Pokin, have ro- 
quested tho mediation of tho iniflsionaries in 
respect of tho city's ransom should tho Jap- 
anese appear before its walls. Tho gentry 
of Tientsin recently made a similar request 
to tho foreign consule. Advices from Shang- 
hai say that tho Japanese will ehortly leave 
Wei Hai-Woi, probably for Shang Halk

MONTBEAL, Feb. 25 —(Special)— Dr. W. 
H. Hingston will preside at the banquet to

SEALERS' COMPENSATION. 

The Vote of $125,000 Bejected by the Uonse 
of Bepresentatlves. 

WASHlNflTON, Feb, 25 — When the amend- 
ment to tho general defiolency bill making 
tho appropriation for paying tho $125,000 
awarded by tho Paris tribunal to compon- 
salo (Canadian sealers waa reached it waa 
agreed to limit tho debate to two hours. 

In committee Congressman ]!.-ockon- 
ridgo reviewed tho history of tho claim and 
final award by tho Paris tribunal, and said 
he could not see how tho payment of tho 
claim could be avoidod without putting the 
country in a humiliating position. Tho 
amendment was adopted by a vote of 01 
ayes to 86 nays, but when the bill was ro. 
ported to the houae, the B ibrlng sea amend- 
ment on a yea and nay vote was rejected. 
Yeas 112, nays 143. The vote was mainly 
on party linos, the Repnblioana and Popoliats 
opposing it and the Democrats generally 
favoring it. 



FRED D0UGLA88 BURIED. 

Funeral Honors for the Dlstlngaished Lender 
of the Colored People of the 
United States. 

Washington, Feb. 25.— The remains of 
Frederick Douglass were removed irom his 
late residence to the Metropolitan African 
Methodist Episcopal church this morning, 
where the body lay in state for some hours 
and waa viewed by immense crowds and 
mourners. All the leading colored men in 
VVaebington took an active part In ceremon- 
ial observance. Several New Edgland aen- 
ators and represontatlvea and a number of 
female Buffrogiats wore among those who at- 
tended the church. Tho floral tributes were 
bjautiful.

— A dispatch was ro- 
ooived at tho Department of Trade nnd 
Comnicroo to-day from the Colonial OfEce 
intimating that the tentative agreement be- 
tween Spain and Great Britain, under whioh 
the Mother Country and all the British 
colonists cnj )y tho minimum tariff in the 
Spanish poaaessious, has boon cx^ondod in- 
definitely until a formal treaty shall bo 
nogoliatod or either side givo six months' 
notice of withdrawal from the interim agree- 
ment. 

General and Mrs. Herbert left for Eng- 
land to-day. Tho Major-Gonoral has been 
granted two months' leave of aljaence and 
may not return to Canada. Ho v.'lll lay be- 
fore the War Ollico tho progress rrport of the 
work done upon tho forlitioaliona at I'juci'ai- 
malt. Ho will al«o prew upon the home 
government the adviaability of onooding 
tho request sent from Canada some weeks 
ago that a long service decoration bo granted 
to tho Cinadian forces similar to that en- 
joyed by tho volunteers of the old country.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tlio Corponitioii of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tlio Sum of 
$120,000 in Anticipation of tho Re- 
ceipt of its Revenue for the Year 
1895. 

Whereas by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
1892. and Amond(ug Acta, every municipality 
may under tho conditions contained therein, 
borrow from any person such sum of money 
notexoeodUg, however, an amount equal to 
seven ty-llve por cent, of tho amount of taxes 
coUooted daring tho provious year (18&1) of tho 
sum that was lovlod tliat year hy a general 
rato upon land. Improvomonta or real prop- 
erty in tho municipality, and bearing auoh rate 
of interest as may bo requislto, to moot tho 
current lopial oxpondlturo of tho Corporation, 
which bocomoa payablo out of tho annual 
revenue before the revenue for the year be- 
comes payable by the tax payers ; 

And wnEREAS seventy-flve per cent, of the 
amount of taxes upon land, improvomente or 
real property, eolleoted during tho year 1891. 01 
the Bum that was levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvements or real property, 
waa $121,390.13; 

Ajt'D wiiERKAB to moot the current legal ex* 
penditnre of tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for the year 1S95, payable out of tho 
annual revenue, before suoh revenue (or auch 
year booomoa payable by the tax payers, it ia 
requisite,' for the said Corporation to borrow 
the sum of $120,000 ; 

TnKitKFOiiE tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enncla as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria, by tho Mayor and tho 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of Iho said Oorporatlon from any 
person or poraona, Arm or llrna, corporotion or 
corporatlona who may bo willing to advance 
tho eamo, tho aura of 8120,100, In auch amounts 
and at such timea aa aubjoot as hereinafter pro^ 
vldod tho aamo may in the opinion of tho 
Mayor and the Finance Committee of the 
Connoll be required, bearing interest at a 
rate not exceeding Ave per centum per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money bo borrowed shall be ex- 
pended in defraying tho current legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation for tho year 1895, and 
ahali, together with tho interest thereon, be 
re-payablo and repaid to tho lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before the Slat day of December, 
1895, out of the municipal revenue for tho said 
year. 

Sec. 3. Tho amount so borrowed and Intoroat 
thoroon ahali bo o liability of tho aald Corpora- 
tion payable out of tho municipal revenue for 
current year 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo given OS acknowledgment of suoh liability 
shall bo a promissory note or notes to tho said 
lender or lenders as the sums may be required, 
signed by tho Mayor and the FlnanoeOommlttoo 
and the Clerk of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing the seal of the said Corporation, all of 
whioh notos shall be made payable on or bo- 
fore the 3lBt Decomber, 1895. and shall contain 
a clause that tlio liability of the aald Corpora- 
tion incurred by ap.id promissory note or notea 
ahali bo a liability payablo out of the mtmloipal 
rovonuo for tho current year 1895.

A FASTOEAI4 LETTER 

Bead In the Episcopal Ghnrches of the Dlu- 
eese on Sunday Last. 

The following pastoral letter of Ht. Kov. 
W, W. Parrin, Bishop of Columbia, waa 
read in the various ohurohea of the diuccae 
last Sunday : " In obedience to medical 
authority 1 linvo refrhintd froni attempting 
to uuderiuko any pul)lio duty in the oharoh 
before starting ior tlm rrat which has been 
ordered in Eogland. I thertfore take the 
opportunity of addrcasiog a few words In the 
way of a short paatorul which I have asked 
the clergy to read from their pulpita. 

" I have already publicly offored my 
hunihloaud hearty thanks to Almighty God 
for His mercy in uparlug my life, and have 
aakod for thu piaycro of the f.iithful ihat He 
may cniiblo iiiu 10 ii'dedlcAl.o niyaL'!! body, 
aoul and oplrlc to His ucrvico. 1 wieh that 
I cuuld individually huvu tt.anked all who 
from tho diiroicnt pirla of llio dluccso htwo 
expreenod iheir kindly ffolirgi to ire during 
the paat Ihreo monllia. All i oun do ia 10 
aaauro thoni that through niy wholes life I 
ahull never forgot thoir gocdneaa, nor did I 
think it poBeiblo that I cou'd have found so 
many now friends in ao «hort a timo. 

" It goes without saying that it will bo a 
groat) pleasure ro soo again (if nil ia well) my 
old friends in Kaglaud, but tlioro iu u car- 
tain feeling of rtgrot i:i being debarred from 
taking my aharu in tho Lenten services In 
the dioocae. Tho nnod of spiritual revival 
araoDgat ua all is evident, and before my ill- 
ness 1 had hoped to make arrangonionts 
during this ooming Lent to organizj some 
speolal eflarta to deepen tho spiritual life, as 
well as to arouse tho oaroleea and indiffor- 
ent, but the aeason itself uppointod by tho 
ohuroh will apeak, and I hope that I have 
long ago learnt how Ood's work in no way 
depends upon apsamodlo efforta. 

'* So I do in Hia name charge both olergy 
and people to nae tho opportunities which 
will bo aiFurded them during these oomlog 
forty daya of drawing near to Uod with 
prayer and faatiog, that it may be a time af 
diatinot apiritual awakeniag and growth. 
Let us not judge one another nor content 
ourselves with a merely nominol profeaaion 
of Christianity, but honoatly and really 
seek 'the Kingdom of God and His 
Kighteousnoaa.' 

"I carry with mo, alao, the anxioty ot 
tho Qnanolal condition of tho diocoso, no 
alight part of tho burden of ovory colonial 
bishop, but I am not going to England to 
plead poverty. Indeed, there are some 



earnest men amongst niy advisors and fel- 
low helpers in this diocese who think that 
we have no right to claim anything further 
from our mother church. In tbe early 
days in planting the ohuroh iu what wua 
then tho vast diccjao of tbe whole Province 
of British Columbia, our fellow churchmen 
responded well and liberally, hut ainoa the 
diviaion of the dioceao in 1879 the amount 
received has been very small, and has nearly 
all been spent upon the building of ohurchos, 
and inauguration of new mieaiocs. 

" Meanwhile the duty rests clearly upon 
UB to give fir more liberally than we have 
done in tho past, not only to carry on the 
existing work, but to develop it in plaoea 
which are crying oat for tbe ministration of 
the church in thia ialond, and I woald 
specially lay upon the Tarioaa ooDKtogatlona 
in the dlooeae, one and all, that they ahould 
make a real efiort daring thia oomlog Lent 
to meet tbe demands of ohuroh work 
amongat na. A carefully drawn np scheme 
has lately been prepared which I earnestly 
recommend to the olergy and laity, and 
which, if falthf'illy carried out, would, I am 
convinced, remove all our difEonltlea. 

" Iu each pariah. In acoordanoe with the 
oanona of tho diocoso, I trust that an organi- 
zation will bo formed of thosa who are wil- 
ling so far to aaorifloo themselves as to give 
not only of their own substance but of their 
time in working for thia object. It ia no 
oaay matter, and naturally every one shrinks 
from oaking othcra, yet it must bo done, and 
oven if they bo only a few I am auro that 
they will bo forthcoming. These workers 
win bo provided with envelopes for circula- 
tion aaking for a apaoial Lenten offering, 
which may either bo handed to tho pariah 
clergyman or placed in tho almo dish on 
Kaator day. A small denial of aomo luxury 
every week would ensure the aucci-sa of tho 
acbcmu to remove all pressing needs and to 
provide tho meiina of opening now work 
With contidonce and hopo 1 look forward to 
aubatantial rcBulta. 

At the first I fully explained that I had nti 
funda out of which detioionciea could 
be privately supplied. At that timf 
I fully intended to truat to tlm 
hearty co-operation of clergy and luiiy. 
During tho eighteen months ot mydninibtry, 
tho response has not been what somu hoped 
it would bo. Once again, I appeal not to a 
few, but to all, to help in the work, and it 
would be by far tho beat thing for my own 
apiritual life if during these five or six 
months when I am away from the diocese, 
the response should bo far groator than ever 
it tias been in the past. God knows I have 
nothing whereof to boast, but only to cast 
all my shortcominga into the ocean of His 
everlasting love, and to return, if it be Hia 
will, to the diocese oommltted to my charge 
with renewed atreogth of body, and with a 
fuller determination than ever to strive to 
serve Him faithfully. In the meantime I 
commend you to Hia merelful keeping, who 
ia faithful, and who alone eon give the in. 
croaae, and to whom wa aaorlbe all honor 
and glory now and for evermore. Amen,"

A OOTTim BBBUKB. 

The promises and professioni of the Lib' 
erala with respect to British free trade 
ought not to dccaive aey sensible man. It 
bakes very little reflection to oonvinoe a man 
capable of tbinlting that British free trade is 
In Canada an abaoluta imposaibility. Those 
-who atudy Mr. Lanriet'a apeeohea will soon 
be convinced that the Liberal loader is of 
this opinion himself. Although for the pur- 
poses of deception be apealis in glo^inf; 
terms of free trade, he takes good oare not 
to commit hlmseif ao far aa to promiae in ao 
many worda to eatabliab free trade in thia 
Dominion. He very carefully — onnningly 
if yon like — refrains from making a 
direct pledge. In a momonb of can- 
dor he said, ab Brantford we think, 
frse trade in Canada is " impossible " ; bub 
he worded hia anbaequenb speeohos ao 
obaonrely aa to make the people almoat for- 
get this frank ntterance. Generally, be 
says the sweetest things about free trade, 
recommends it to his hearers in the prettiest 
phrases, and does his beat to lead them to 
think that he is by conviction an enthusias 
tic free trader ; but having ooquebted witli 
the sabjeot long enongli and earnestly 
enongh to make the impression he desires, 
he leaves ib without uttering any distinct 
declaration in its favor. 

Bub there are abler Liberals that Mr, 
Laurier who dealt honoatly with the people 
on this question. One of them was the 
Hon. Edward Blake. He, in hia famous 
Malvern spooch, said : 

Ko man, I care not how advanced an ad- 
vocate of free trade for Canada ho may bo, 
has yot suggested — no man, I believe, can 
aungost — a practical plan whereby our great 
revenue needs can bo mot other than by the 
continued imposition of a tax on goods sim- 
ilar to those wo make or can make. I in- 
vito the moat ardent free trader to present a 
plausible ao'iuion of the problem, and I con- 
tend that ho is bound to do oo heforo ho 
calks of free trade as being practical in Can 
ada. The thing is removed from the domain 
of practical politica. 

A moro cutting robuko to Mr. Laurier 
than this could not bo uttered. If he had 
read this passage carefully and taken it to 
heart he would not have gone about the 
country Saying lovely things about a sub 
jeob which Mr. Blake duolarod is, in this 
Dominion, removed from the domain of 
practioal politics. 

LIB BRA L PBRFORAIANGES. 

Tha Liberals are declaring what groat 
things they will do for the country when 
they have power to do away with proicction 
and frame « tariff for revenue only. They 
are, It aeema, to have Sir Riohard Cart 
Wright as their Minister of Finance. When 
tho Liberals were in power, from 18".'! to 
1878, they had a revonuo tariff and their 
Finanoo Minister was Sir Kiohard Cart 
Wright. Did tho country prosper under 
their tariff for revenue administered by a 
free trade Finance Minister 1 Did Canada's 
manufactures flourish, did her trade iooroaso, 
and did the farmora of tho Dominion make 
their fortunes ? We will lot Sir Richard 
answer thocc (laeotions for himself. In hia 
budgob speech of 1878 ho said : 

It is not often In tho commercial history 
of any country that wo are called upon to 
ohroiiiclo co great a roduction, not merely in 
tho total volume of our trade, but alao in tho 



revenue derived therefrom, as we have seen 
within tho last two or throe years. Making 
allowance for theadmlssion of Prinoo Edward 
Island into the union the total revenue of 
trade and commerce if Canada has in that 
short interval been reduced by very nearly 
§50,000,000, while tho revenue derived from 
customs alono shows a decrease in that 
period of somothiBR like §3.000,000, the 
actual figures in round numbers being that 
our trade and commfroo oollootivoly have 
been reduced from §218.000.000 to S168,- 
000,000, while the custnms alono have fallen 
ctr trom S15,;i51,0U0 to §12,5-10,000. 

Whereos a few yr-.ira ago, with a toto! 
population of .S GOO.'OOO anuls, wo imported 
something liko §1"J7 000,000 worth of goods, 
wn found ouraelvus, with a population of 
4 OOD.OOO, importing a little over §91,000,- 
UOO worth. In other words, tho tocal im- 
nnrtH have fallen off from an avprago of 
$35 23 per head to Bomething liko §23 50 per 
nead. Had the import continued stationary, 
aa ib was ab that time aupposed it would, 
tha revenue, under our present tariff, 
would, in all probability, have considerably 
ezceedid $27,000,000, and, had the reduc- 
tion which actually took place not exceed- 
ed the amount eatimated by myself, it would 
still have remained at about ^,000,000; 
while, as the house knows, the actual fact ia 
that our revenue hvs sunk to a aum very lib- 
tie exceeding §22,000,000. 

Again Sir Riohard declared : 

There has been an enormous shrinkage in 
thn lumber trade from §28.000,000 to §1.3,- 
000,000 There has been a great shrinkage 
in b^nk bbock, and eomo of these institutioue 
have gone altogether. The depression in 
real estate has been general and long-pre- 
vailing and entails an enormous loes, Uur 
exports have fallen off because we have been 
so poor that we have not been buying much. 

This dismal story was not told by a Tory 
editor or by one of the many enemies cf Sir 
Richard Cartwright. This confeaalon of tho 
failure of the Liberal administration and of 
a non-protective tariff was mado by Sir 
Riohard Cartwright himself in what proved 
to be the last year of tho Maokenzie regimr. 
When the reader atitdiea thia diabearteniog 
statement he wfil not wonder that the peo- 
ple of Canada oame to the conolnaion that 
the Orita had been In power long enough, 
and that if the country was to be saved 
from utter ruin it was high time that the 
reins of government wore placed in abler 
hands. They were placed in abler hands. 
A new trade policy was instituted, and al- 
moat from that moment the affairs of the 
country began to itaprove. 

WAR IN TEB OAMP. 

Sir Riohard Cartwright has not received 
the nomination for South Oxford without a 
struggle. Aa oan be easily understood. Sir 
Richard has many enemies in the Liberal 
party. Quite a number of Liberala believe 
that Sir Riohard, able as he ia and aocom. 
pllshed as he ia admitted to be, ia a bin* 
drance rather than a help to their party. 
They believe that he is all the time making 
enemies for it both in the party and cut of 
it. The Anti-Cartwright Liberala, feeling 
themaelvea atrong, choae Mr. A. H. Janea aa 
their candidate, and a very atrong canvass 
waa made for Mr. Janea openly and on the 
sly. A good many who did nob wanb to be 
represtnted by Sir Richard Cartwright, nob 
having the oouraga of their convictions, 
kept ■ quiet, bub did what they 
could againab him aeorebly. Aa it la very 
ditScuit to do thia sort of thing without ex- 
citing auspioion Sir Richard heard of what 
was being done by his professed friends 
behind his baok and he, ab the convontioo, 
gave them a piece of his mind. He said 
among other things : 

1 am wiling to step down at an hour's 
notice when any resident reformer who has 
a record behind of servioe rendered says so. 
I am well aware that men have been going 
about this riding daring to say that they 
have beou sent charged with tho auttiority 
of tho reform leaders to assassinate me be- 
hind my back. 

If there bo any hero who will daro to rise 
and toll this audience that ho hud the 
authority of any men of weight in tho reform 
ranks lo say that there is discord in the 
reform camp, to say that my good friends in 
Ottawa desire to seo me cut, lot him stand 
forth and do it here now, in my presence. 

I promise you that all Canada shall ring 
with the names of those traitorous rtform- 
ers, who, while professing friendship to my 
face, try to stab me behind iny back. 

Mr. Janea in his reply gave tho conven- 
tion to understand that the plotting was not 
all on one aide, but that Sir Richard, not- 
withatanding hia fine outburat against 
treachery and traitors, had, if what ho had 
heard was true, done a little intriguing him 
self, which ahowod that he was not as loyal 
a party man aa he would have the electors 
to believe. The Patrons are strong in South 
Oxford and they proposed bringing ^ut a 
candidate. Mr. Janes is reported by tho 
(ilobo to havo aald that ho had hoard that 
an uniieralandiug had boon arrived at be- 
twoeu the gentleman who cl.timod to bo a 
Liberal loader and the nominee of a rural 
party. If he (Mr. Janes) received the 
nomination Mr. Soheil would run as a 
Patron candidate and Sir Riohard would 
support him, but if Sir Richard were 
nominated, Mr. Schell would support him, 
upon the undorstondlng that when Sir 
Kiohard retired, which was expected not to 
bo very long distant, ho would aid in elect- 
ing Mr, Scheli. 

If this ia true, Sir Richard ia loyal to bis 
party as long as ho has his own way and no 
longer. Tho quarrel in South Oxford is a 
very pretty one as it stands, and it will bo 
Burpriuing if the world haa hoard the last 
of it.

Owing to the groat depreciation of silver 
ib has booomo possible to manufacture 
oounterfeib coin of pure silver, and make a 
very handsome profit. Some aharpera in 
the neighborhood of New York have taken 
advantage of thia atate of thtnga. They 
have coined dollars, half-doiiars, quarter- 
dollars and ton conb piooos to the extent of 
a million dnllars. They had an extensive 
agency In the country to distribute tho ooin, 
and ib is said that the gang have made pro- 
fits aggregating some §500,000. Tho report 
Siya that as far back aa six months 
ago W. P. UuzQD, Chief cf tho Secret 
Service Bureau, Washington, roooived 
information of the existence of the gangs. 
He detailed several men to bunt up the 
counterfeiters, bub we do not read that they 
made any arrests. It can be easily under- 
stood that if the coins were well made it 
would bo tho next thing to impossible to dis- 
tinguish between tho goverumont money 
and the counterfeit. Chemical tests would 
bo of no use as the counterfeiters used pure 
silver. 

Does It not soem singular that such coun- 
terfeiting can be possible ? When the coun- 
terfeit ia intrinsiciilly worth aa nmch us tho 
ttuo coin is it wibo to continue using money 
that oan bo ao easily and so profitably coun- 
terfeited t

In dircotiog the charitable work in 
which the aimy Is engaged Adjutant Archi- 
bald naturally handlea a considerable amount 
of money, and the burglars had supposed 
that he kept ib in the quarters. The 
robbers did nob go away empty 
handed. Twenty-five dollars of the 
War Cry money was stolen besides a small 
savings bank in which the captain of the 
local corps had stored up a few dollars with 
which to buy clothes. Mrs. Archibald had 
a miall BUin iu a purse inside a hand aatohol, 
and purao and nionf y wore both taken, mak- 
ing altogether a loea of aoniowhat over $30, 
Tho burglars not eatiblied with their 
plunder, next tried to burn down tho house, 
and to that end aot tins to a quantity of pa- 
pers in a trunk. Fortunately they oloaed 
down the lid and tho fire waa smothered for 
want of air. 

A more contemptible robbery than this it 
would bo hard to imagine. Even the lowest 
kind of thief one would think would heai- 
tato to harm thoao who spend their lives in 
aiding the poor and hungry, eapeoiully at a 
time when tho army haa taken upon itself to 
feed daily between thirty and fifcy destitute 
people, Tho dliaora who were robbed have 
only a very amall allowance mido them to 
live upon ($5 a week); conaciiuently they 
can ill afford to lose what they havo saved 
up to buy clothing.

THE BRITISH PACIFIC. 



Means of Commnnicatlon Between the 
Seaboard and the Interior Ab- 
BOlately Necessary. 



The Cost of Constrnctiou Likely to Bj 
Less Than Many People 
Suppose. 

The following letter is a continuation of 
the one which appeared in tho last iaeuo of 
the Colonist. 

To THB EdITOE. -.—One of tho principal 
cSrAwbaeks to eettlBinent in tho prairie 
region mat of the monntaics is the ailFiouUy 
of finding shelter for oattlo during severe 
weather, and obtaining firewood at a reason- 
able distance. The best country for a 
settler la Mot that which is wholly timbered 
or wholly open, but that which is an ad- 
vantagooua mean between the two. The 
mainlaud toirilory prevloUBly desorlbed, 
contains light timber with open patohes, 
frciiuoat Imy meadows and abundant 
wiuer. From tho day that ft settler enters 
upon a woll chosen holding, he has wood of 
Bi/.i) oonvoi lent tu handio for building pur- 
poBCB, sumiijor feed for his oaltle, moudows 
upon which to cut hay, and a climate wtiich 
has been coiiuiionded hy eniinoiit ineu of 
ripe judgmont, and also by people who are 
living in tho country ut tho prceont tiriio. 

The European outtlor, who ia not a iikiiloci 
axeman, will find there small timber easily 
out and suited for all tho purposes of a set- 
tler, and land capable of being (luicUly 
cleared at a minimum of cost and labor. 
For the reasons enumerated, thoroforo, it 
may tjo fairly concluded that tho uplands of 
British Columbia went of the Fraser river 
offer to tho intending settlor an opportunity 
of living in present comfort while preparing 
for a better future at an early date, more 
than many other e(|ual areas of Canadian 
territory between tho western boundary of 
Ontario and tho Pacific ocean. 

The oommercial future of all tho cities of 
the Mainland as well as the Island is closely 
oonneoted with the developmonb of the dis- 
trict referred to. There are few and exo«p 
tional instanoei npon record of prosperous 
Amerioan towns that are not backed up by 
an agrioultaral country, near or more remote, 
of wbiob they handle the produce. Tho 
prodnotioDB of tho mainland of British Col- 
umbia can be laid down in the markets of 
tho country bo soon as moans of oommnnica- 
tion oan bo got into areas capable of settle- 
ment and production; tho cffeotof which up- 
on tho towns can bu no other than their 
transformation from stopping pliLOea in a 
long line of transit to fixed points of indus- 
trial distribution. 

Tho supply «i tho steamers trading <o tho 
port of Vancouver will usaunio largo propor- 
tions in the near future. It ia the inevitable 
tendency of trade to reciprocate wheronoapo- 
ciftl reason for tho contrary exists, and thoro- 
foro it will come about that if the agricul- 
tural dietrictH of tho Mainland bo dovolopod 
on a scale eufficiont to supply tho wants of 
Vancouver, her morohants will obtain their 
jusb equivalent thereby. 

Before thodoys of railway oonetruotion in 
BrltlshColnmblaoottaln industries wore well 
establlahod that aro more intimately con- 
nected with ooaatwise than with inland 
tro^o, a?he fiahtng, coal, lumber and gold 



mining Interoata have been tho mainstay of 
the provinoB for maay years. Tho stimulus 
given to the country by the building of rail 
ways should not be allowed to stagnate, and 
demands that other productions of the coun- 
try should Increase In like proportion if the 
province ia to maintain hor place in confed- 
eration, as a producing community. 

Sin Franciaco was at ono time merely a 
mining centre. It became a groat city not 
by virtue of its mining indnstriea alone, but 
beoauso it was backed up by a magnificent 
state, unrivalled In thoquontity and variety 
of its productions, both mineral and 
ogricultural, the one being tho 
commercial complement of tho other. 
The olty of Vancouver will grow in propor- 
tion as the requiremen s of lier distribution 
demand ; but tbia will be a tedious process, 
unless some means be found of creating a 
population tbali oan purchase by virtue of 
that which it oan produce. It is therefore 
neosaaary for the welfare of the province 
that the whole of her cities be not left de- 
pendent for their trade upon the coal, fish- 
ing, mining and lumbar interests, bat that 
they may obtain from within produotlon 
oneugh to lessen their onstoms duties and 
goods to exchange for the same. 

What is tho oommercial future of a 
country in which all the seaport towns are 
obliged to compote for a aharo of oertain 
local industrieB to satisfy the public wants ; 
with eix millions of aoros awaiting Bcrllc- 
msnt for tho want of communication, and an 
enormous drain for tho common nooeaaarii'S 
of lito in tho chupo of oustoma dutiea ': 
Naturally productive indeed muel ho tho 
country that c m withstand suoh a com- 
mercial handicap, and only in want of a 
bettor method to obtain u more dealrable 
state of internal exchaiigo. 

Iti has been already pointed out that 
nature has placed tho largo proportion of 
tho agriculturnl lands of the province in 
juxtaposition with the gold producing area, 
and it follows as a natural atqueuco that 
the former cannot bo developed without 
stimultiting tho produotlon of the lattsr. 
Tho gold producing Industries of Northern 
British Columbia, yet In their iofincy, form 
a subject so immense in o.^tont and so fraught 
witli importance to tho future not only of 
British Columbia but of the whole Domin- 
ion, that it is well nigh impoislble ta ovor- 
estimato their proper relation to the preaeat 
and their development In the time to oome. 

Fortunately for the provlnca a beginning 
has lately been made on a scale oommentnr- 
ate with tho size of tho enterprise in the 
neichbarhood of tho Horsefly and the Forka 
of Qiiesnelle. It may bo said that this is 
tho tlrst uttciTipt upon a large scale to Instal 
a Ugitimfkto induHtry by meana of suifioient 
capital and pro])or plant. We have seen In 
years gone by that hydraulio gold ndning 
could with proprioty be called a legiti- 
mate industry in California, bocaueo it 
had by the use of capital, skilfully 
applied, hecomo to all intents and 
purpssos cutitlid to tho term applied. 
Not until tho navigable channels of tho state 
began to silt up Viiih tho inimenao amounts 
of material soc in motion by hydraulio 
machinery wua there a period of cessation to 
that which hud beoome a settled Indnitry of 
tho country. 

Fortunately for British Columbia the 
length and volume of bar rivers and tho 
general configuration of the gold mining seo- 
tlon do not involve the contingency that 
arose in California within any longth of 
time worthy of present consideration. It is 
to be hoped that thoia who have begun to 



develop tho riches of tho gold producing 
district referred to may meet vrith tho 
reward which they deserve, for olthough the 
gain to themselves be much tiio gain to the 
provlnca in tho event of their sucoeis will 
undoubtedly be more. 

But it is neocssary to tho success of euoh 
laudable enterprises that tho province should 
forward tho Interests of those who freely 
risk their capital by opening np their moans 
of communication with tho seaboard and by 
passing through tho agricultural distriota 
referred to ; to the end that they may obtain 
their provisions where nature indicates that 
they ohould come from, and their plant at 
tho lowest possiblo cost, and, further, that 
the produotlvo portions of the country, as 
well as tho mining centres, may be opened i 
up by one and the same means. 

Subsequent to the Introduction of rail- 
ways in California gold mining assumed a 
more stable and better mechanical condition 
than formerly, and we may fairly conclude 
by analogy that the same conditions will 
prevail in British Columbia under like clr- 
oumatanoea. We have, however, in British 
Columbia an area that ia for practical pur- 
poses illimitable, and yet gold haa bcon 
found at intervals over a large proportion of 
it, in quantity sufBoIent to return a profit, if 
only the moans of communication wore 
available. 

We need not go beyond the contour of 
tho Pttcilio count lo find a place in which tbo 
mining indiiu'riea of ono section of llio coun- 
try have been made supplementary lo the 
agricultural productions of another. Tho 
nitrate mines in Chili are situated in a coun- 
try BO b»rrcn iis to ha devoid of vegetation 
of any useful kind. Tho aouthern portion 
of tho country, however, produces all things 
nocosaary to lifo and uvcn to luxury. 
Tho condition of the lnndf.d ratatos owner 
and tho farmer is bettor at iho present time 
in Chili than in moat parts of the civilized 
world ; simply bccAuao there is u good mar- 
ket in tho ujines for a largo proportion of 
that whiob tiie Southern country can pro- 
duce, and there is money enough being made 
to pay tor everything consumed. 

Within one year after the late revolution 
tbo Kovurnmenthad aooumnlated seven hun- 
dred and fifty thonsand ponnda sterling of 
gold reserve, mainly by the export duties 
upon nitrate, without a murmur aboub its 
exaotion ; bocauao a, good miniDg industry 
oan afford to bo taxed for revenue purposes 
as no other olasa of industry can. As a oon- 
sequenoo thereis no source of revenue less 
onerous and more productive than that 
which Vrooeeds from the possession of good 
mines. Given that a first class mining coun- 
try be known to be contiguous to a good 
agricultural dlstrtot, there is no more legit- 
imate enterprise for any people than the de- 
velopment of both by a common line of 
communication. 

Nature has liberally ondnwod Bri 
li«h Columbia with rocources sec- 
ond to no province in tho D.im- 
inion, »nd if tbo people are enterprising 
they m»y expect a reward for all tbo invest- 
ment they may ho ploaao(j to undertake. 
Tho only possiblo way yet known of do- 
veloping an inland mining district is by 
bulldiug a railway. A wagon road will not 
servo tho purposes of transmiasion of heavy 
goods over long diatanoes ab practioablo 
rates. 

In ordor that tho oosb of opening up tlio 
couiitrv may nob bo too heavily felt, it is 
necessary that tho subjoot should bo bundled 
with . mature consideration. It Is an easy 
matter for an Msoolation with a large

out knowing whether all or any portiuii of 
ib ia spent ua and whore it ought to bo. 

Such haa boon tho history of many An-.ori- 
oan roadii, and suoh the result to many u 
European stockholder. Nineteen times out 
of twenty this is the sad exporionco Ih it 
results from a grand ru.h ab u half-digested 
oonatruotive problem, and fabulous is 
the amount of money that could have 
bsen saved by a mature, doliberuto 
and well-considered method of action on 
many unfortunate roads, IThore Is no neces- 
sity for building any road through a spargo- 
ly settled country ut a broak-neck paco, and 
thoro Is no money so well spent in tlio pro- 
liminary stoees of any railway onterpriso as 
that Tvbich is spent npon a survey that con- 
tinually reduces the cost of construction, bo- 
causo this saving may not improperly be 
lookod upon as so much oonstructioA done at 
prootioully no cost whatever. 

Whore Is tho Canadian railway located 
hastily in a country ofTerIng a choice of 
routes that could not bo improved if more 
tjmo had been available '! From a financial 
point of view tho procoedliig with a largo 
scheme after duo oonsiderution and without 
undue hsste, is a two-fold economy, both of 



lirst cost and Intoroat, whereas the opposite 
policy Mjay not be inaptly considered as an 
inveritioti fur burning the financial candio at 
both ends sinmltuneously. The coat of tbo 
British Pacific railway, if properly studied 
with reference to tho actual noeda of tho 
country and tho mechanical improvements 
of later years, might well tarn out to be less 
than many people now would suppose.

A. Blodern Ubrary Bepresenttne Fttrnltnra 
at Varioag Porloda — Two DUIiirenti Color 
Sobeiueg, One For a Cold iUEbt and One 
For a Dlrcet Usrht. 

Art Ainatovir has givon an illnstratod 
ilesci'i prion of a library whinii ia amodi- 
fioatiou of tlio prosont popular colonial 
Ktylo. Tina aHordamoro opportunity for 
freedom iu furuisliiiig, as tho fnruitnro 
is of various periods aud styles. 

Thvro is a reuaissauua okair with 
Hpirally wrouglit logs and carvod bnok. 
In tlio center of thu room aro a tabloaud 
chair rafli' r in tlio stylo of Louis XV, 
and at the other sido of tho table is a 
leather upholstered choir of a kind that 
was most ooiumou in tho reign of Louis 
XIII. The tall standing lamp of wronght 
iron is a wholly niodurn dovolopniont. 
But tlio luantlo with its loiiio colvunns 
and ovenaautul sot witii an oval miiror, 
the woodwork and plaster moldings aud 
stenciled eciliiig, givo an air of ordor 
and luu'iiumy to tlio wholo arraiigeinout. 

Tho room is woU lighted from two 
sides, but as it may run either nortli or 
south or east or west two ditlr.ront color 
schemes are suggested. In tho former 
case the light will be mainly cold, and

a warm tone should bo adhorod to. It 
will ho found best to keep tho walls and 
coiling of a plain tint, tlio steMcUing on 
the coiling to be of a touo lighter than 
tho walls and darker than the mass of 
tho ceiling. Few woods look better in a 
north light than mahogany, aud its uso 
is advised for mantel and wainscot. 
This, with tho brick facing of tho man- 
tel and tho rich reds and browns of tho 
fnruiturc! and rugs, suggest a red tone 
for tho rcioms. In that caso a plain pa- 
per of a deep terra cotta or dark crimson 
tint may bo used for tho walls, and tho 
ceiling should bo a very deep tone of 
old ivory. 

The colors to bo first introduced in the 
bric-a-brao and aocessorles should be 
browns and olives and tones of cream 
and ivory, but in spot.-;, as in tho shades 
of tho lamps, tho rnijs and the brocado 
covering of the easy cliair, stronger tints 
may be Introdneed — reds, blues and 
greens preferably. 

Should tho light bo warm and diroot, 
a colder general schomo may bo adopted, 
aud thero may bo a choico botweeu rose- 
wood or mahogany woodwork, as before, 
but with walls in dark bluo aud ceiling 
in pale turquoise, and oak woodwork, 
■with a correspondingly lightar treat- 
ment thronghont. If oak be used, it is 
rocommcinded that tho bricks in tho firu- 
placo bo of au olivo glazo, not rod or 
brown. Tho walls may bo iu light terra 
GOtta or brown, and the coiling in cream 
color. Bright yellows and pinks would 
take tho place of tho bright rods and 
blues in tho alternative schemes. 

But in color, as in form, it will be 
found that liberty as to tho linal decora- 
tion of a room depends verj- mucli on 
tho strict maintainanco of harmony in 
tho first setting out of the sclionio. One 
should not permit discord iu tho larger 
masses of color, with the idea of being 
able to bring them into harmony later

by cleverly disposed spots of brighter 
color. Even if one should bo successful, 
the result is never quite so good, and 
boaides tho objects that furnish such 
spots of color aro commonly movable. 
Still theru is no such thing as laying 
down unalterable rules iu matters of 
decoration. 



Trpatmout of Narrow Hulls, 

There is no placo so hard to treat ar- 
tistically as tho narrow hall in a small 
apartment. Every one knows it is a long 
lino of space without a break, and from 
tho main door to tho kitohon door, which 
is within view at tho end of tho hall, to 
tho hoinemaker it is an eyesore. In tho 
middle of this hall j>laeo a polo, in 
which thick curtains can be adjusted by 
rings and hooks, so, whou necessary, it 
can be drawn together, eoreening tho 
working room boyoud.

With 
good decorating it will bo equal to tho 
oooaBioD.

Women who aro correctly proportion 
ed and neither too fat nor too loan aro 
few in number. In order to givo some 
idea of the correct proportions of the f oa 
tures aud tho body, thu following is hero 
appoudcd from Good Housekoopiug: 

The head should be one-seventh of the 
body.

It seems tho toudoucy of womon iu 
middle life to grow stout. VPhou .such 
a couditiou exists, tho appearance of too 
much flesh can, to a certain extent, bo 
ovoroomo by tho arrangomont of tho 
clothing. The nntlerwear should consist 
of a union suit of silk, balbriggau or 
wool, ono skirt, mado with a yoke fit- 
ting smoothly over tho lower part of thu 
corset and buttoned to it.

To THE Editor : — Many friends of muaio 
and rational teaching will bo glad to see the 
letter sighed " H." in your iaauo of yeator- 
day. Ad attack on the proposed reform is 
more euonuraging than tho atolid indiffer- 
onoe whioh aayi nothing on the aubjeot and 
hopes the trnitsea will do nothing. The 
undersigned, with many others, believes 
that few lobooli are wall tatight with'outi 
muslo ; that any school is more easily taught 
with musio than without; that tho eoholara 
will learn more in addition to muaic than 
without it, and although there may bo 
good teachers in Viotorla and elsowboro, 
without nitiiio, they would be better teach- 
ers with it. 

If " H." really wishes to use his irfluenco 
againat mueio teaching in our eohools it 
would bo better not to attack tho minister- 
iul aascciation for supporting it, or he may 
bo accunod ct a pereonal prijudico againat 
mluioLera in general. Now aa these minla- 
tcra arc gonerahy popular with thoirroepoc- 
tivo oongregalioua ( ind deserve to bo ao), 
hn will only make votes that will count 
agalcst bimeolf. 

Hia objeciluna to preparing childron for 
aohool conocrt'i, cliurcli fcativale, etc., are 
not rolovanr, for enlortainnienta will bo car- 
ried on in any case and if nui>jicj.l teaohing 
ia populari/.od tlio only roBull will bo that 
children will slug bolter, they will not be 
liktly to Kirig any niori! or any leas in publio. 

lint tho riihull o( good inairuction iu ninaic 
will bo a bundled timea (greater la tho homo, 
and tho niiniktirial as«uoiiitloti no doubt 
thought thoy \>"ro helping religion, temper' 
aooe, home icll ienco and culiuro by advo- 
oattng muaical education at Iho public cx- 
poneo. The boya who grow up under tho 
influenoo of niutio iu tho hoaio circle aro 
alwaya superior in stoidiu^a", morality, 
good manners otd culture, to boya who have 
not suah anrroundings and are more under 
the influence of rough and immoral asaooia- 
tions away from home. 

Tho influence of mnsioal culture In the 
■obools themselves is ovon greater. Only 
those who have aeen the results in anhoola 
with and without muaic can appreciate ite 
advantages to the teacher iu establiahing the 
best rolatioua wit h the ohildren, in lighten- 
ing the burden of eobool drudgery, and in 
actually adding to the amount of work done 
in other subjeutii. Of oourao thia la imply- 
ing that the anno teacbor j^ivea inalruotion 
in mualo tnd iu tho oihor Una Important 
Bubjocla ; and thiro iit not, 1 boliovo, any 
record of good reiiulu from tho ilfjrta of a 
peripatetic inuidc teacher to go from odo 
diviaion to another, and if " H " only wiabi B 
to defeat thia partioular echeme he will get 
plenty of help 

Tho t ruatei-'U moy hitroduco mueio at a 
very amall fxpense by engaging tho aamo 
inudlu teacher to inutruct tho teaohcra in- 
stead of tho acholar!) ; their training as 
teaohara will render them fully capable of 
paunhig on to Vhcir claasea the melody and 
harmony thus accjuirod, as well as tho boat 
muaioian in Victoria oould teach it directly. 
8uoh a plan would coat comparatively littlo 
and produce much larger results than the 
other. 

If the board would also engage a teacher 
to givo muaio Icbcooo to the truatoeB thom- 
aolvoB it would bo a groat saving to both the 
pookots and the oars of the ratepayers. A 
few lessons in harmony and oounterpoint 
would dissipate in their mindB tbe wild idea 
that people want bella at the ward aohools 
to annoy the aiok and worry nervous pareota 
aud children.

CHINA'S PEACE NESOTIATIONS 

KT.>a Uore Fruitless Than Had Been Antici- 
pated— Kx-Mec.retary Foiter Has a 
Bow With His Cllenta. 

Tokyo, Fab. 6 —Per iteanier Gaelio to 
San FranolBco, Feb. 24. — China's attempt to 
negotiate for poaoo proved even more fruit- 
lets than hud been antioipated. Tho Japan- 
090 are greatly disappointed at the failure of 
the ChineBe governnaeat to give its envoys 
proper power to negotiate for peace. Tbo 
Taung LI Yumen were warned by all tho 
foreijin diplomats, and espeoially Miniator 
Dun, at Tokyo, that unless the envoys were 
given full power their errand would be 
woiao than uaolcaa, Tho moat positive 
pledgos woro given that tho envnya would 
bo gemiiro plenipotentiiirioo, with full powt r 
tn opcuk for their eoveroifia, and ic is believ- 
id that Btrougnr pledges wore given Mr- 
FoBier. 

The eir.haspy camo with the utmost oonfi- 
(Unc), vAlh a email colony ol attendanta, 
and focd and ulo'hing that indicated an in- 
ddinitr i>i.\y. \ et at the Grat glance their 
ori'dfnt.iala made It evident that iheir errand 
was a nitre protencj. Their duties were eo 
imperatively liiuited lhat they could uniy 
liaton to tho eonditioin which Japan niiylit 
priipoBO, report them to Peking and await 
further inst ruc'inn. This being tho Cino the 
JapaneBO could ouly diamiaa them without 
oven diaouaaing the peace propoaition with 
thorn. 

Tho envoys woro given two audiences by 
thu .Japaneae imiTiiaaion, and Mr- Foster 
waa noc allowed to bo preaont at oithor. Go 
February 1 their credontiala woro oxumlned 
and on I he following day they woro in- 
formed that their errand wua uaoleaa. Throe 
days after their arrival in Birosblma tho 
envoys were preparing to return to Chiou. 

It 1b reported that Mr. Foster's annoy- 
anoe was ao great that an open quarrel took 
place between him and bis olients. The 
angry dispute is said to have been overheard 
by crowds on tho street on whloh the Chin- 
oBo were lodged. Though tbeatoryiadonbt. 
leas cxiggoratod, it appears to be true that 
tho American couDsellor contemplated leav- 
ing the embassy In Hiroshima and straight- 
way roturning to the United States ; but 
thia dtciaion was reversed, and when tho 
Chincso started on February 4 for Nagasaki 
ho accompanied them to that port, with a 
conditional promiao to go still further if hia 
agaiatanoe were f jund indiaponaublo- 

Viaoount Mutau returns to Tokyo im- 
mediately. Both he and Count Ito would 
havo bean gratiQed if the cmbasBy had 
proved Iruitworthy, and if nogotiationi for 
paaco could h»vo baen safely undertaken. It 
will bo interoatlng to see if tho lesson of this 
rebull is taken to heart. At tho close of tho 
second and last interview in the Hiroshima 
prefooturo, Connt Ito told tho onvoya that 
whenever properly accredited delegates 
should bo aent by their Etnperor they would 
bo roooived with as much respect oa if thia 
unfortunate error had never been committed. 
If China deairea to promptly renew her 
applioatlon no obstacle will bo put in her 
way ; but it is doubtfnl if anything can now 
cheek the advance of the inTftdera through 
Peohili and their ooonpition of Peking.

HoNOLiTLn, Feb. 17. — ^The government 
had decided to deport in the Mariposa aorae 
ten priaonera, among them Weidemann, 
Grolg and Marshall. The presence of 
Judge Weidemann on tbo wharf with a 
band aatchell and a guitar added oredenoo to 
the Weidemann part of the story. The 
gorernmenb, it waa said, was prepared to 
carry out ita plans, when Minister Willis 
protested against men convicted of political 
orimos being put on bDard a voasol flying 
tho American fiig. Furthermore, the re- 
cent immigration laws of tho United .Statoa 
would nob permit any auoh men to enter 
the country. In purauanoe of this idea, 
Consul Milla has held tho clearance 
papers of tho veesel until aaauranco waa 
received that no attempt would bo made 
o put thceo men on houni Proddont Dole 
,nd Miniaters King and Smith were on tho 
Btej.n;er, and got logothcr in the captain's 
cabin. Tniiru they were- rumored to have 
como to a deciaion that they had bettor lot 
tho matter l.iy ovor till aomo more auepioi- 
oua season. When asked regarding the 
alleged deporting, Attorney-General Smith 

id : " 1 can't aee how auch a thing got 
snirled. Wo havo not thought of such a 
tiling as dope rting any men who have been 
before tho court I think wo have more use 
for (jrcig and Weidemann here than in the 
United Statoi. There is no foundation 
whatever for the rumor-" 

When Ivlinlater Willis was asked as to 
whether ho had received any notice of 
an intended deportation of prisoners ho 
replied : " No, I was informed quito to tho 
contrary. I did not enter and protest or 
mako a rciiucsb to hold the steamer. In 
faot, I have not yet filed the protest conse- 
quent to tho deporting aff-kir last Saturday. 
I c is farthest from my purpose or dooiro to 
take any action which would tend to embar- 
rass tho government. I have tho most 
friendly feelings towards the cfEcials. I 
know they are preaaed with many difficult 
queatiouB and are using their best judgment 
in the Bolab'on cf the problems. Uf course 
it la my duty to look after the intereats of 
Amerioan oiti2.ena, but I moat certainly havo 
no intention of making any nnneoessary 
trouble for the repreaentativea of the govern- 
ment in so doing, I had no information that 
a deportation was intended to day," 

Since tho overthrow of tho monarchy the 
American league has been a poivor, but the 
events of tho paat two weeks has proved 
that its prestige hua gone. Ita president, 
Timothy Murray, is now auaponded, and a 
watch is kept on his movomonts. Ho and 
hia mon usaisted the govorcmcnt in tho late 
rebellion, but now their loyalty is question 
ed. Murray ond Attorney-General Smith 
had some trouble at tho police atation, and 
f.ir a few moments it looked as though Mur 
ray would bo placod in jail. Ho denioa Ihst 
ho is disloyal to tho government, and haa 
aent a protest to President Dole. The 
lauguo holds soorot meetings, but it is nn 
doratood tho authorities will put a stop to 
that. The difl'eront military companies 
have passed reaolutlona requesting the dls 
nbarge of all government employes whose 
loyalty oan be questioned. It is not thought 
their reqaeat will reoeive much attention 
and the men may resign in a body. There 
is much talk of Internal diaaenaiona, which 
lead) the friends of Prinoeaa KalnlanI to 
hopo that aha will be aome day placed on 
the throne. It la » remote poaalbUlty, how- 
ever. 

The Hawaiians have been Informed that 
all political prisoners will be freed in the 
event of olnser relations with the United 
States, Martial law Is still in fores. In ail 
probability tho hours will be extended until 
11:30 at night, BO as not to interfere with 
social functions. A strong fight is being 
made to save tho neck of W. H. Riokardi 
ono of tho condonined mon. Ho is a mem- 
ber of tho Maaonio order, which has inter- 
cated itself in hia behalf. The government 
ia very reticent regarding the date set for 
the exccutinna to take place. 

The attorneygoneral atatod that the 
(^^^uocn huH boon found guilty, but that her 
eentonoo liaa not boon approved aa yet by 
Preaidoct ]):>le. Ac::ording to the attornoy- 
general aho will not bo anut out of the coun- 
try. Prince David haa been tried and found 
guilty. His acnlenco haa not yet baen made 
public. 

Tho steamer Australia, leaving here on 
tho 2.'ird Inst., will carry away a number of 
mon who took part in the rebellion, and who 
aro leaving on their own aooonnt sooner than 
stand trial.

Miaa Hoohon in 
hor corne" solo " Polacoa," Hartmann, 
Boeuied to bo Very nervoua when 
aho began, but finlahed in good Btylo. 
Mr, Vj. Kochon ,l;ivc tho inatrumental 
gem of tho oveninf;, a violincello solo, KaCf'a 
Cavatin*, Mr, Kochon played with doli- 
oacy and well interpreted lho soft and beau- 
tiful music. Mrs. H. V. I-'oot, Mr. Worgo 
and Master T, lirooker did their part at the 
piano. Mr. Worge acoompiinifd moat of 
tho orchestral pieces and proved himself a 
fine musician. Mrs. Bawlands, always a 
favorite, sang "Sunshine and Bain" and 
'•Snow in Yeara" to a decidedly appreci- 
ative house. Miss Dolan in " The Flower 
Girl," Berlgnani, had a song that suited hor 
voice admirably, and sang it sweetly. Mr. 
P. Gordon gavo throe aongs, the b.st being 
" Pull Away, " Mr. Clement Rowlands was 
in aplendid voice ; a perfeob atorm of ap 
pUuBo greeted his singing of the " Island 
of Droamb," and he was forced to respond to 
an cncoro. Miss Martin deserves praise for 
her accompaniment of Mr. Rowlands and 
others of tho singcra.
